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Two LIEUTENANTS IN ARMY {COUPLE REPORT 
AVIATION CORPS ARE KILLED

Fall 80 Feet at San Diego and Cause of Ac- 
cident Is Mystery, as Controls of the Ma- 
chine Were Found to Be in Perfect Order. 


By Associated Press. 

SAN DIEGO, Cal., Nov. 24.—Lieuten- 
ants Ellington and Kelly, first division, 
Army. Aviation Corps, were killed this 
morning in a fall of about 80 feet in 
an aeroplane. 

The accident occurred across the bay 
from San Diego on the grounds of the 
Army School on North Island. 

Hugh M. Kelly was First Lieutenant 
in the Twenty-sixth Infantry, and Erie 
L. Ellington, First Lieutenant in the 
Third Cavalry, U. S. A. 

No reason for the accident was dis- 
covered, although a careful examination 
of the aeroplane was made. The ma- 
chine was shattered, but the controls 
were found in faultless condition. 


“The machine was a new one and 
Kelly was not familiar with it,” said 
Capt. A. C. Cowan, who witnessed the 
accident. “Ellington went as instruc- 
tor, with Kelly as pupil. The machine 
had a dual control which enables either 
occupant to control it at will. The con- 
trols were connected, enabling the in- 
structor to correct instantly any mis- 
take made by the pupil. 


“Lieuts. Ellings Kelly rose at 17:83 
A. m. and sailed around the field for 
about five minutes. They were making 
no attempts at sensational work. They 
fell at a place about one mile from the 
headquarters tent toward Point Loma. 
The land slopes down toward the beach 
and is so low I could not see the ma- 
chine strike. 

“It seemed that the machine iain 
its descent in a proper manner, at the 
usual angle. Then it appeared out of 
control. The altitude was so low we 
felt the officers would have only a 
rough fall. 

“A careful inspection of the wrecked

aeroplane convinced us that the con- 
trols were in good order. The men 
were killed instantly, so we have no 
evidence of any sort on which to ac- 
count for the accident.”

He was a son 
of Col. R. M. Kelly, who was well 
known for many years as editor of 
the Louisville Commercial.

Government Serviee. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.— The 
deaths of Lieuts. Ellington and Kelly 
today make a total of 15 fatalities from 
aviation in the Government service, 12 
in the army, one in the navy and two 
civilian army instructors, since experi- 
ments began at Fort Myer in 1908. Seven 
have met death this year. 

In aviation accidents of all kinds the 
world over 368 persons have been killed 
since 1908, this year’s numbering 197. 

Both aviators were single. Lieut. 
Ellington was born in North Carolina in 
1889 and his next of kin is a brother, 
J. O. Ellington of Raleigh, N. C. He 
was detailed to the aviation service in 
September, 1912, and has seen service 
on aviation fields at Marblehead, Mass.; 
College Park, Md.; Palm Beach, Fila., 
and Texas City. He went to San Diego 
last June. 

Lieut. Kelly was born in March, 1881. 
He was detailed to the aeronautics di- 
vision last March, and has been at 
Texas City and San Diego,

Park Commissioner Davis, who strong - 
ly opposed the passage of the bill to 
establish a zoo in Forest Park, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Monday that ho 
would try to demonstrate to Mayor Kiel 
that the bill was illegal and should be 
vetoed. 

Davis said he had consulted the City 
Counselor on the subject. City Counse- 
lor Baird, however, said he had not 
given a fixed opinion on the bill. There 
was a probability it might. be illegat, 
he said. 

Davis contended the bill was illegal 
because the city charter gives the Park 
Commission control of all public parks 
and playgrounds. The zoo bill provides 
that 70 acres of Forest Park shall be 
used for a 200, and be under control ot 
a board of which the Park Commissioner 
shall be a member. 


Baird said if it should develop that it 


would be illegal to put the zoo in For- 
est Park, it might also be found that it 
was illegal for the Fine Arts Museum 
to tie there, or for the Triple A Club t? 
occupy any part of the grounds, or for 
the Public Recreation Commission to 
exercise control over any of the grounds 
in pursuit of its duties. It wae likely 
also that the World's Fair was held il- 
legally in Forest Park, if Davis’ conten- 
tion that the zoo bill is illegal should 
be sustained, Baird said.

Field Goal 


ecomes Chief 


Point Scorer in Big Games 
Touchdown Is Too Risky 


Difficulty in Penetrating the Massed Defense, Close ‘to 
the Opponents’ Goal Line, and the Greater Distance 
to Be Gained, Make Rushing Method Unpopular.

in many a year has a football game been so rich in lessons for the 
student of the gridiron sport as was Saturday’s clash in the stadium 
at Cambridge between Harvard and Yale. 


On Saturday's showing, however, 
Harvard's strategy was a shade super- 
lor to Yale's, while the Harvard tactics 
in the hands of Logan were at least 
& class higher. I am using tactics in 
the sense of the choice of plays not so 
much in their relation to the down as 
to the weak spots in the opponent’s 
armor. | 


I have come to expect practically per- 
fect choice of play with regard to the 
Gown, under the Harvard system, no 
matter what quarterback is running the 
team.

Before delving deeper into this mat- 
ter I want to consider for a moment 
the matter of fouchdowns, conspicuous 
by the absence at Cambridge. The com- 
ment was common enough after the 
game: 

“Why could not Harvard make a 
touchdown, and why did not Harvard 
try?’ 

Let us consider the situation near the 
close of the first period when the Crim- 
son had the ball, third down, on Yale’s 
80-yard line. I have said in this ool- 
umn that I have considered this the 
„big down, and so it seems the Crim- 
son cohsidered it, for right here it was 
used for What, to my mind, was tho 
prettiest play of the game. 

Brickley stepped back, ostensibly to 
try a goal from zue field, and in 80 do- 
ing tossed away his telmet. He has 
been doing that for some time when he 
does NOT intend to kick, and KEHP- 
ING IT ON WHEN HE DOES intend 
to kick. Yet Yale scouts must have 
lost it, or else the team forgot it. 
Trick Opens Yale Defense. 

The maneuver opened up the eager 
Yale defense splendidly, with the result 
that Bradiee shot clean through the line 
for a first down, and with just a pinch 
of luck might have gone on across the 
goal line for the much-talked-of touch- 
down. i 

With failure to get clear across, the 
chance was gone, for the play had been 
exposed and it would have been poor 
policy to duplicate or use a play any- 
thing like it on the next down. Two 
more plays were tried, but Logan was 
extremely restricted in his choice, in 
that the ensuing attempts must find

Brickley in good position fer field goal. 
These plays were stopped and Logan 
then called for the kick that hung up 
the first three points. 

So in other cases in which the 
Crimson was in striking distance the 
Harvard quarter was restricted in 
his choice af plays. For, knowing 
that he had in Brickley a practically 
certain scorer, he could not afford to 
work anything that would take the 
big kicker to a position where he 
would be forced on a fourth down to 
try for a field goal from an acate 
angie. 

After all, Harvard's problem was to 
score, not just to make a touchdown, 
and drop-kicking has been a big scor- 
ing factor since the beginning of the 
game, did some of our grumbling old- 
timers but stop to remember it. Have 
they forgotten Alec Monfatt, Beauty 
Bull, Eckersall, De Witt, Herschberger, 
O’Dea, Trafford, Ames and a host of 
others who won games by that aerial 
route even under the old rules and 
when it was impossible to score touch- 
downs even by pushing and pulling? 

Harvard has particularly good rea- 
son to remember the costliness of this 
“touchdown hunger’ and the Crimson 
makes no more mistakes. I am con- 
vinced that had Haughton been without 
the services of Brickley or Mahan—the 
latter a good drop-kicker also—he would 
have developed some other member of 
the squad. Indeed, even as it is, the 
two men named are not the only drop- 
kickers on the Crimson squad.

“DISTINCT GAIN FROM IT” 


Wholesale Abuse of Socialism 
as Anarchy, He Says, Is 
Disappearing Fast. 


The Rev. Dr. William J. Williamson, 
pastor of the Third Baptist Church, up- 
held Socialism in its broadest aspects in 
an address before the Evangelical Al- 
liance at the Central Public Library 
Monday. He declared Socialist views 
are fast becoming so sane. as to chal- 
lenge the consideration of all thoughtful 
persons. 
“The wholesale abuse which has been 
vented against Socialism, which has de- 
fined it as anarchy, is forever a thing 
of the past,“ declared Dr. Williamson. 
We have seen Socialist’s views adopt- 
ed into law without loss to society and 
practically in every case a distinct gain. 
The nation is fast becoming Socialized 
and the worst enemies of the move- 
ment are unwittingly contributing to its 
success.” 
Calls It Logical Sequence. 

Socialism, he said, is in a direct 
line of industrial evolution and is the 
logical sequence of the present un- 
happy commercial state. He asserted 
the development of . economics Las 
been marked by the downfall of the 
small producer, that the strong are 
becoming stronger and the weak 
weaker. ° 

The process of eliminating weaker 
owners of land and destroying smal! 
capitalists under our system will some 


day be complete, he said. 


“Since a vast industrial combination 
is in control of industries, competition 
from laboring classes is whoily impossi- 
ble,“ Dr. Williamson continued. Labor 
unions are the only means yet found to 
urge and maintain the claims of la- 
bcrers. The struggle between business 
is becoming more flerce 
each year and ultimately will result in 
the elimination of the middle class. 
Nine per cent of the people own 71 
per cent of the nation’s wealth and 4000 
millionaires own one-fifth of the na- 
tion’s wealth. A continuation of this 
system would resolve the nation into 
two classes—a few enormously wealthy 
persons on the one side and a mass of 
hopelessiy impoverished people on the 
other.“ 

“It is nothing short of a crime that 
inventors who have lived and died poor, 
should create a vast.system of machin- 
ery for lightening the tasks of the 
world, only to see the machinery taken 
possession of by a class of society to 
enslave the toil of millions and increase 
the misery of the toiler,’’ he said. 
“One horsepower of electricity is the 
amount of energy required to do the 
work to support a family of five. The 
Keokuk dam has 200,000 horsepower. 
Under co-operative ownership such a 
plant would prove a blessing to the en- 
tire Mississippi Valley, and would be 
diffused among all the people. 

“Stop Wasteful Competition.” 
The present order of society enslaves 
both the toller and the capitalist, the 
one no less hopelessly than the other. 
Many men who might have been great 
servants of humanity have degenerated 
into mere manipulators of physical en- 
dea vor.“ 
One cure for present evils, Dr. WII - 
llamson said, is the elimination of de- 
structive and wasteful competition. He 
cited he once saw six laundry wagons in 
one block where there were 18 houses. 
This he called wasteful competition.

Commitments Are Held Up for 
Men Fined for Contempt 
of Court. 


SHERIFF DECLINES TO. ACT 


Men Ordered Punished for Dis- 
turbance With Pickets in Front 
of Nagel’s Cafe. 


Three striking waiters, who have been 
fined for contempt of court by violating 
injunctions against picketing, are willing 
to go to jail as soon as they can get 


locked up. Their purpose is to protest 
against recent injunctions restraining’ 
strikers from acting as pickets. Sheriff 
Dickmann three times in the last few 
days refused to imprison them without 
commitments. 

The men are George Ringler, business 
agent of the Waiters’ Union; Oscar Closi, 
a waiter, and William Heffron, an of- 
ficer of the union. They were fined a 
week ago by Judge Grimm on charges 
of contempt by allowing pickets in front 
of Nagel’s Cafe, Sixth and St. Charles 
streets. 

Sheriff Declines to Act. 

They filed motions for new trials, but 
‘hese were withdrawn Friday, leaving 
the fines in force. Half an hour later 
the men, with their attorneys, went to 
Sheriff Dickmann's office to surrender, 
hut the Sheriff had no commitment pa- 
Pers. The waiters returned again in the 
afternoon, and made a third visit Sat- 
urday without success. 

The striking waiters, their attorneys 
say, have agreed that all who are fined 
for violating the injunctions go to jail 
rather than pay fines. They believe 
the jail in St. Louis is not big enough 
te hold all of them, 

Ringler, Closi, and Heffron were fined 
after a disturbance in front of Nagel’s 
Cafe in which pickets were charged with 
fighting with a man who was passing 
the cafe. Judge Grimm had enjoined 
the waiters and officers of the union 
from stationing pickets there. Closi and 
Heffron were there at the time of the 
disturbance, but denied participating 
in the fight. Ringler was not present. 

„ Papers Ordered Held Up. 

After the motions for rehearing were 
withdrawn the Court authorized his 
clerk, Eimer L. Moore, to make out com- 
mitment papers, but Moore later re 
ceived instructions to hold up the pa- 
rers. It was announced Monday no fur- 
ther action will be taken until the 
Court decides a motion for rehearing in 
the case of a fourth striking waiter, who 
was fined for contempt,

Head of B. & O. Argues Before 
Commission for Eastern 
Lines. 


By Associated Press. é 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2%—That the 
railroads of the country have felt the 
burden of the increased cost of living, 
like all other enterprises or individuals, 
“but, unlike all others, have not been 
permitted so far to raise their prices or 
adjust.their charges in recognition of 
that burden,“ was the declaration of 
Daniel Willard, president of the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad, arguing today 
before the Interstate Cemmerce Com- 
mission for authority to increase freight 
rates approximately 5 per cent in the 
territory east of the Mississippi and 
north of the Ohio and Potomac rivers. 

Referring to the refusal of the com- 
mission in 1910 to grant a 10 per cent 
increase and the promise to reinvesti- 
gate the rate question in the future 
should conditions warfant it, Willard 
said that operation of the railroads 
in the last three years was not such 
as to inspire confidence of private cap- 
ital or encourage the support of private 
enterprise. 

“No More Important Question.” 

It is respectfully submitted.“ he con- 
tinued, that there is at this time no 
more important question before the 
people nor one the correct solution of 
which will do more to stimulate healthy 
commercial activity and promote indus- 
trial growth. 

“It is a mistake to think that the 
problem is merely a question of divi- 
dens to stockholders, although that 
question is, of course, involved. The 
problem in a broad and true sense af- 
fects all interests and the outcome of 
this cular case—whichever way it 
is decided—will mark an epoch, because 
it will, in effect, very largely determine 
whether we shall as in the past continue 
te look to private capital and private 
enterprises for our fansportation re- 
quirements or be compelled finally to ac- 
cept the only alternative possible.” 

In presenting the facts upon which 
the railroads rely to prove the neces- 
sity for an increase in rates, Willard 
asserted that during the past three 
years the railroads in the territory af- 
fected had spent in property investment 
some $600,000,000, or at the rate of $200,- 
000,000 per year. Nevertheless, he ad- 
ded, because of the fact that operating 
expenses had increased faster than op- 
erating revenues, these railroads earned 
in the year ending June 30, 1913, less 
by $16,211,321 than * the year ending 
June 90, 1910. 

These companies,” continued Willard, 
“apparently not only failed to earn any 
return whatever upon the new capital 
invested, but saved even less from gross

“lable to show before this large additional 
expenditure was made.” 

In these three years the Pennsytvania, 


[New York Central and Baltimore and 


Ohio systems increaged their property 
investment over $422,537,000. according 
to Willard's figures. While the combined 
gross earnings increased $109,000,000, the 
net operating income was $8,573,501 lesa 
in 1918 than in 1910, notwithstanding 
the expenditure of $422,000,000 for im- 
privements. 

“Burdens Imposed by Laws.” 

Willard also called attention to in- 
creases in wages, taxes, ‘“‘burdens im- 
posed by legislative enactments,” guch 
as extra crews, liability and compensa- 
tion acts and other conditions. He 
called atention to the fact that since 
1910 wage payments by the railroads af- 
fected had increased greatly, largely as 
a result of mediation and arbitration 
proceedings, and that the award just 
announced by the arbitrators would 
give the conductors and trainmen $6,000. - 
000 a year additional. The effect of the 
so-called full crew laws alone, he said. 
had been to increase the expenses of 
these carriers more than $4,000,000 a 
year. 
The railroads affected paid $54,494,171 
in the shape of taxes for 1918, this being 
$11,579,187 more than in 1910, he asserted. 
The three larger railroad systems paid 
in taxes $31,216,000 in 1913, this being 
$7,854,000 more than for 1910.
